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WHAT HAPPENED TO CW TRAFFIC 
By Frank Haas, KB4T* 

Something awful is happening to our Florida CW traffic nets. A 
cancer is developing which is slowly killing off the vitality of our 
CW nets and we need to start fighting it now before it’s too late. 

If one were to examine the QFN Bulletin for the last year, one 

would easily note a trend which is proving to be a real hardship 
during this very busy time of the year for traffic handlers. Fewer 
and fewer operators from the larger cities are checking in. With 
ever-increasing amounts of traffic destined for Florida, especially 
the more densely populated areas, there are less and less stations 
from such areas as MIAMI, PENSACOLA, JAX, TAMPA, WEST 
PALM BEACH, and ORLANDO active on QFN or GN. 

As a Net Control Station yourself, you know how frustrating it is 
to have long lists of traffic on the hook and no one to deliver it 
directly. Instead you are forced to watch the traffic bounce from 
one net to the next waiting for someone to finally decide that it’s 
time to service the originating station. 

T am at a loss to explain how this could be happening. With ever- 
larger numbers of new hams joining the ranks especially with the 
efficiency of big city ham classes and CW still being required to 
become a ham, how could it be that we don’t see more new stations

WHERE ARE THEY? 
By Fred Cruciger, NE4R 

An analysis of my first 150 countries worked shows that 99% of 
them were on 10,15 and 20 meters. My experience may not be 
typical, but I strongly suggest the beginning DXer focus on these 
bands as the best place to get a good start. 

I have often heard the comment that it is necessary to have the 
capacity for split operation to work DX. In split-frequency 
operation the DX station transmits on one frequency and receives 
on another. While it is true that some DX stations, particularly 
expeditions, operate split, the vast majority do not. 

Recently there has been a great deal of attention focused on the 
various nets for working DX. They all serve a purpose, but a 
suggestion to any new DXer is not to get overly involved in them. 
The reasoning is quite simple: You can spend many hours just 
waiting for one contact. It becomes more a matter of endurance 
rather than an adventure. Think how many new countries you 
might come across and work while you are patiently waiting for a 


new country through a net. After you have reached 150 or so — 


countries and the new ones get tougher to find, then it may make 
logical sense to get involved in nets. There are many nets that one 
may check into. Since much has been written on them already, I 
simply urge you to go over the back issues of the various amateur 
periodicals or thru ARRL Operating Manual to learn about DX 
nets. 

There is no magic way to penetrate a pile-up. Talk to 20 active 
DXers and you will probably have 20 different techniques. My ap- 
proach is quite simple — I listen! After I hear a DX station respond 
to several stations, I try to figure out which technique the DX 
operator prefers. Does he prefer to work stations who call im- 
mediately after his last contact (tailending)? Does he answer 
stations who are operating a few hertz higher or lower in 
frequency, or those who are waiting 5 or 10 seconds before calling? 
Whatever the technique, it certainly makes sense to listen a bit 
before jumping into the pile-up and adding to the confusion.

FCC FORM 610 CONFUSION -- PLEASE NOTE. 


FCC’s new Form 610 is causing enough Amateurs problems 
that a significant number of the forms are being returned with- 
out action. Principal confusion with the August, 1980 version 
is with questions 2A-2J: 2A should be checked ONLY if there 
are NO CHANGES, 2G only if there is ANY change in name, 
such as dropping “Jr” or a wife adding her husband’s surname. 
(The former name must also be provided), and 2H and/or 21, 
which must be checked if the mailing address or station locat- 
‘ion are changed. Questions 3 through 17 must also be answer- 
ed, and failure to include the original or a photocopy of the 
license is also bounching a number of applications. (From WR4- 
ACE REPEATER, Gainesville.)

Once you become a regular check-in on a fairly active CW traffic 
net you will begin to notice several types of operators who stand out 
in the crowd. These include the ones who are exceptionally good in 
their procedure, and equally good with a key. Unfortunately, there 
are all too few of these. More often than not, the ones that will at- 
tract the most attention are those whose procedure and sending 
leave much to be desired. If you are anything like me, watch out, 
because these guys will give you an ulcer while they drive you up 
the wall.

ST. JOHNS COUNTY HAMS PREVAIL 
IN ANTENNA ORDINANCE BATTLE 
By Billy Williams, N4UF 

In September, a proposed antenna and tower ordinance was introduced at the St. Johns 
County Commission which would have limited all structures to 35 feet. The move was 
triggered by an accident involving a commercial communications tower in the South 
Ponte Vedra area which fell and caused concern among residents. 

The blanket 35 foot limitation would have been a big obstacle to amateur radio in- 
stallations in St. Johns Co. and local amateurs had a big battle on their hands. Philip 
Hamilton, W7LIQ/4 of St. Augustine called on other hams in the area and the American 
Radio Relay League (ARRL) to assist in educating the County Commission on the value of 
amateur radio. 

Several locals attended subsequent commission meetings and ARRL attornies wrote 
letters with the results being favorable to amateur radio operators. The amateur 
operators had no objections to a reasonable administrative procedure being enacted but 
objected to any blanket restrictions. 

When the ordinance was adopted last month in the final form, it automatically exemp- 
ted amateur installations up to 50 feet and provided for a reasonable administrative 
process for routine exceptions above the 50 foot limit. Basically, any antenna structure 
above 50 feet must be registered with the county and approval is virtually automatic upon 
submission of certain data. 

In all, it was a big victory for ham operators in St. Johns County. Congratulations to 
Wile, Nee WA4EYY, K4HEU and others who took the time to push for the revised 
ordinance! ‘

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DON’T SAY IT CAN’T BE DONE, I DID IT 
By Burton W. Fry, WD4MNU - now KC4WB 


As I set here tuning across the bands on my Kenwood TS820 I 
hear many world wide stations on the air. I like to reflect on the 
path that brought me to the place that permits me this great hobby. 

First a little personal history. May age is now seventy. I retired 
ten years ago after serving thirty-eight years at various jobs for the 
International Harvester Co. at Fort Wayne, Ind. After retiring 
moved to Florida to get away from the snow and ice. 

After having been retired about five years began looking for a 
hobby to enjoy in my spare time. After reading a story in a 
magazine about some ham that had helped in a rescue at sea, I 
decided that I would like to get into this field. 

First I wish to say that when I hear some one say that they can’t 
pass the test, all I can say is that they are not putting forth enough 
effort. 

I was sixty years old when I decided to try for my license. I had 
no knowledge except how to change tubes and maybe a power filter 
in old tube-type radios and TVs. 

I went to Radio Shack and purchased their book (From 5 Watts to 
One Thousand). And also the AMECO Theory Book. And started in 


studying. Purchased a little oscillator for practice, and a 73 tape. I 


did not know any hams, so all by myself I worked till I felt that I 
was ready to take the Novice test. Again went to the Radio Shack 
and asked if they knew anyone that I could contact. They gave me 
the name of a local ham, Mel Johnson. I contacted him and after 
passing the code to his satisfaction, he sent for my test papers and 
when they came he gave the test. 

After about six weeks I received my Novice ticket. This was in 
November of 1977. My call was WD4MNU. Boy, was I proud of that 
ticket and the effort that I put into it. 

About this time I became acquainted with a local man by the 
name of Charlie, W4SIZ. Through the goodness of his heart he 
loaned me a general coverage transceiver. I took it home and using 
the receiver copied W1AW for C.W. practice. When I finally got up 


my nerve to try to get on the air, I had no idea what was meant by 
ioading up the rig and other things I had heard hams talk about. So 
much to my embarrassment, I had to call Charlie to come over and 
show me how to get on the air. 

I will never forget my first contact. I was lucky enough to get a 
very understanding ham in New Port Richey. With his help and 
consideration I got through my first QSO. 

I considered the next step and continued my studies and code 
practice. Went to Orlando in February, 1978 to the Hamfest. Took 
my Tech. test and passed. Bear in mind that up until this time I had 
never seen a ham station in operation. After passing the Tech test, I 
purchased a 2 Meter rig and went on the air on that frequency. 

Continued to practice the C.W. and in April of 1978 went to 
Tampa, took the General test and failed, partly because of nervous 
tension. So back to the books and the code practice. 

Went back to Tampa in June, took the General test and passed, 
becoming WD4MNU/TP. So now I purchased a General coverage 
receiver and really got going on my new hobby. 

We had planned a trip to the West Coast by train, starting at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., where we went to visit our daughter. We left for San 
Diego to visit our son. During the train ride I spent every spare 
moment studying the Advanced Theory. Upon arriving at San 
Diego, called the F.C.C. Office for appointment for the test. 

I took the test in November of 1978 and passed, becoming 
WD4MNU/SD. 

So, to those that say it can’t be done, I say ‘“‘bologna.” I, at the age 
of 66 went from Novice in November of 1977 through Tech. in 
February 1978 to General in June 1978 to Advanced in August 1978. 
In other words: in 10 months from Novice to Advanced at age 66, 
with no outside help at all. 

So you that wish to be a Ham and enjoy the fellowship and 
pleasure of a wonderful hobby — all I can say is ‘‘Get in there and 
Give it your ALL. You can do it — I did.”’

CHEAP AND SIMPLE POWER SUPPLIES 
By Bill Nelson 


There is really little need for a fully adjustable power supply. 
Usually the need is for a standard voltage at some unknown but 
moderate current. Now, cheap three-terminal voltage regulators 
make it happen. Ten dollars and an evening give you a power 
supply with impressive specifications: up to one amp of output 
current, load and line regulation of typically 50 millivolts, 
automatic current limiting and automatic over-temperature 
limiting. ‘ 

The circuit shown was first designed to use an LM309K, a fixed 
five volt three-terminal regulator made by National Semiconductor 
Corp. Construction is straight forward but the LM309K should be 
heatsunk. A 3’’ x 4’’ x 5” aluminum minibox is heatsink enough. For 
other voltages, use a National Semiconductor LM340T-xx for the 
IC. The xx at the end of the part number indicates the desired 
output voltage (from a choice of 05, 06, 08, 10, 12, 18, or 24.). 

The LM309K is about $2 and the LM340T-xx is slightly less; trans- 
formers are in the $2-$4 range — all from Poly-Pacs. Electrolytic 
capacitors are cheap from Burstein-Applebee Co. Diodes should be 
rated at 5-10 times the maximum expected current to survive the 
peak currents drawn each half-cycle during heavy loads.

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on the nets? Could it be that those instructors are not showing their 
students the joys of Traffic Handling especially on CW??? Could it 
be that all these new hams are getting on 2 meters and abandoning 
the idea of HF communications??? 

With the mass exodus from the North, we see hundreds of new 
transplanted hams getting active in all parts of Florida. Indeed, 
our representation of ‘‘small-town’”’ Florida is better than it has 
ever been. These new Floridians are opting for the smaller and 
more peaceful towns obviously trying to escape the ‘‘big city” 
atmosphere. This has resulted in many new calls being heard from 
all around Florida. In fact, KF4U (ex-2BZJ) is now manager of 
Gator Net and he has been here only a year or so. 

An analysis of the callbook indicates that there are more and 
more new hams in the larger cities. What are they doing??? Has 
anyone told them about the Public Service we hams must perform 
to justify our huge spectrum allottment. Has no one ever related a 
tale of joy experienced after delivering.greetings from loved ones 
far away??? 

Has no told these new hams that there are other ways to com- 
municate besides SSB and FM??? Has no one related the pride of 
accomplishment that comes with being proficient as a CW traffic 
handler. 

In my opinion, anyone can handle traffic by SSB or FM. But the 
op to admire, in my opinion, is the op who is versatile. The op who is 
proficient in CW as well as SSB or FM and RTTY demands my 
respect. 

Anyone who believes that CW traffic handling is tough is simply 
copping-out. A close examination of the QFN roster will show 
clearly that both young and old can and do master the skills needed 
every day. There isn’t anyone out there worth his or her license that 
can’t learn to have fun with CW and perform vital public service on 
our nets. 

I challenge the big city clubs to dust off their keys, re-think their 
attitudes and re-vitalize club activity by creating a competitive 
event with an appropriate reward for the op who demonstrates the 
most improved CW performances. Participants can make tapes of 
the ‘‘before’’ fists and after a suitable period make the ‘‘after’’ 
tapes with a panel of judges determining the winners. Getting 
active on the traffic nets could be a requirement for participation in 
the competition. Those who excel as newcomers in the CW nets 
could be recognized by special award from the net manager. It can 
be fun and challenging and will liven up the club. 

The responsibility for encouraging more activity on the CW nets 
lies with our Section leadership as well. Is participation being 
promoted during visits to club meetings and hamfests???

FCC PPROPOSES ERP CHANGE 

The FCC has proposed to increase effective rad- 
iated power limits for 6 meter amateur repeaters from 
25 to 100 watts (depending on height of antenna) to 
100-800 watts. The 10 meter repeater ERP maximum 
would be decreased from 1000 watts to 100-800 watts 
depending on height. The proposal is contained in 
NRPM FCC 81-436 and comments are invited. After in- 
put is received, a final decision will be made. (Via 
Balanced Modulator from WSYI Report.)
